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REMARKS

I, Claim Amendments

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After amending the claims as set forth above, claims 20-55 are now pending in this 
application. 

II. Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner has required restriction between the groups I-V as defined on pages 2 
of the Office Action under PCT Rule 13. According to the examiner, these groups define 
distinct inventions. 

Applicants traverse the restriction requirement as imduly excessive but file the present 
response merely for the sake of promptly prosecuting the case. Accordingly, Applicants elect 
Group I, "[c]laims 1-2, (5-12, 14, and 16, in part), drawn to an isolated polynucleotide 
encoding the GLP-2 receptor of SEQ ID NO: 12, said polynucleotide comprising the 
nucleotide sequence of set forth in SEQ ID NO: 1 1, a cell comprising said polynucleotide and 
a recombinant GLP-2 by using the cell comprising the nucleotide of SEQ ID NO: 1 1 Office 
Action at 2. 

Because claims 1-19 are canceled by this paper, Applicants respectfully request that 
new claims 20-43, which recite the elected subject matter, be examined.
